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Continuation of 2. NOTE: In regard to Claim 17, the applicant states that the Wallace reference teaches placing a register stack in a 
condition appropriate for an iterated instruction, which is different from determining operations to be inserted into a program in order to 
set each component of a state at each selected program point (Page 8, Paragraph 2). However, according to the rejection of Claim 17, it 
is Rosenberg that teaches determining operations in order to set each component of the state at each selected program point. Wallace is 
introduced to overcome the deficiency in Rosenberg of inserting the instructions in the program. Furthermore, the stack in Wallace can 
be compared with the stack of Rosenberg, and so, the operations taught in Wallace, which "place the register stack in a condition 
appropriate (an) iterated instruction" (Column 13, lines 7-8), can be seen as operations that set elements (components) on a stack (state) 
at a selected program point.. 
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
